It is evidently the convietion of- 
ticialy that an agreement among the 
powers is near at hand. However, ft is 
not oeemec well to make any public an- 
nouncement of the progress of the ne- 
gotiations at this stage. Although ft is 
known that there hate been sev- 
eral important exchanges recently 
between the diplomatic representatives of 
the powers here and the state depart- 
ment ard through the United States rep- 
resentatives abroad and the governments 
to which they are accredited, it can be 
inferred only that their general tenor 
has been highly favorable from the sat- 
isfaction expressed by the belief of the 
officials. 
The encouraging outlook has been 
breaught about very largely by the har- 
moenicus sentiments which have devel- 
oped between this £overnment and Ger- 
many concerning the course of future 
events in China. Since the return of 
Secretary Hay he has had several con- 
ferences with Baron Speck yon Stern- 
berg, the German charge d'affaires, 
which have been of such a character 
as to show that the purposes of the two 
gcveri.ments were very much alike and 
that, whatever might have been contem- 
plited, they were now proceeding toward 
a ceinmon end for the solution of the 
entire difficulty. The Berlin government 
received several days ago the Sheng dis- 
patch giving the Chinese ediet for the 
Severe punishment of Prince Tuan and 
his associates. This was aceepted in the 
hizhest German quarters as 4 sincere 
eviderce that China was disposed new to 
deal with the responsible parties ag their 
offenses deserved. It also developed the 
sentiment that a declaration of war 
against China would be needless and 
that a solution of the problem could be 
recured through pacific channels. Alto- 
gcther the outlook is more satisfactory 
than any time heretofore, not only for 
ccneurrent action by the powers, but 
also for a comprehensive settlement of 
the entire Chinese question. F 
[t is expected, however, that the atten- 
ticn of this government will be turned 
vithin the next few days to some en- 
tircly new phases brought up hy the 
“rench note to the powers. This note 
undoubtedly will be in the hands of this 
goverment by the time the president re- 
turns, and there is considerable anxiety 
in foreign quarters as to the answer the 
United States will make.

They have 
not been extended since the foundation of 
the place as a village about seventy-five 
years ago. The limits of the city extend 
only a mile from the city fall, and with- 
in this contracted space there are 28,000 
people. If the boundaries could be ex- 
tended for one more mile 15,000 people 
would be added to the pepulation of 
Macon. The question of annexation may 
become a live wire within the next few 
weeks.

Unjust Taxation and Theft Are 
the Same, Says Nebraskan 


FARMERS HEAR NOMINEE 


The Democratic Leader Has an Lasy 
Day of It, Making Less Than 
a Half Dozen Speeches—An- 
nounces His Futurs 
Dates.

Bryan ‘branched out into a 
general discussion of national taxes. 
taking up the questian of the tariff. He 
spoke of the tax on binding twine. While 
the increase amounted, he said, to only 
half a cent an acre, the aggregate benefit 
to the manufacturers was not less than 
$700,000. He said that while the binding 


* twine men were on hand to look after the 


tariff in this case. there were no farmers 
in Washington to protect themselves. 

“They had enough to do at home,”’ some 
one interjected, to which Mr. Bryan re- 
sponded: 

“Yes, they were busy making enough to 
Pay the tax.’’ 

At Watertown Mr. Bryan said that at 
the beginning of its history the republi- 
can party had confessed to be followers 
of Jefferson. Now Jefferson's name was 
never mentioned, but Alexander Hamli- 
ton had become their great exemplar. 
Hamilton had taught that society was di- 
vided into two classes, the well born and 
the lowly born, and that the well born 
were entitled to govern the lowly torn. 
It was unnecessary, Mr. Bryan said, to 
state that Mr. Hamilton considered him- 
self well born. Men who taught that doc- 
trine always classed themse!ves with 
what they considered the better class, The 
dominating thought of the republican 
party of the present day and therefore 
Jefferson's doctrine of the equality of 
men was no longer promulgated by the 
members of that party. He appealed to 
republicans to make their party affilia- 
tions. correspond with their convictions. 
He spoke of the difficulty of securing the 
honest administration of affairs so far 
from home as the Philippines and said: 

“If you notice what this adminstral- 
tion has done in Havana you ean get 
some idea of what to expect if they go to 
the Philippine islands benevolently ase 
similating the revenues for the natives.” 

Mr. Bryan declared again that the 
Porto Rican legtslation was the best indi- 
cation of what could be expected in the 
Philippines, and declared: 

“If you approve of the Porto Rican bill 
you will approve a theory that is as dan- 
gerous and damnable as any despot in 
the world ever promulgated.”’ 

In the speech at Columbus, Wis., Mr. 
Bryan declared that no man had the right 
to own and govern another. 

“If there are any Irishmen here,”’ he 
said, “I want to ask them how long it 
will take Ireland to become reconciled to 
foreign domination, even with only a 
narrow channel of the sea between Ire- 
land and the land of her governess.” 

At Watertown Mr. Bryan spoke in the 
opera house because of the inclemeney of 
the weather. The building was packed. 
Mr. Bryan discussed trusts and ine Phil- 
ippines. 

“Let me call your attention to the 
fact,’’ he said, ‘“‘that the chairman of 
the repubiican committee on military af- 
fairs, a member of congress, the man 
who had charge of the bill raising the 
aimy of 100,000, is the president of the 
Philippine Lumber and Development 
Company that has already valuable lum- 
ber lands in the Phillippines and-‘in its 
prospectus says that the labor question 
there is easily solved because there is 
Chinese labor there and it can be had for

CORPORAL HUDSON | 
WRITES OF BATTLE. 


From Corporal George F. Hudson, Jr., 
company A, Twenty-ninth infantry, The 
Constitution has recelyed a letter describ- 
ing a hot skirmish which his company 
had with the Filipinos on the last day of 
July. As this regiment was recruited at 
Fort McPherson and as many of the 
officers and men have relatives and 
friends either in Atlanta or {jn the terri- 
tory covered by The Constitution, Cor- 
poral Hudson's letter is of especial in- 
terest. 

It will be noted that Corporal Hudson 
refers to company F, the detachment 
which is missing, and which it is sup- 
posed the Filipinos have either butchered 
or captured. But the corporal throws 
no light on the fate of the missing com- 
pany. At the time he wrote to The 
Constitution he states that company I 
was stationed about twenty-five miles 
from company A, showing that he had 
heard nothing of its disappearance. 
Hudson scoffs at the idea of 
the war being over. He thinks that the 
Filipinos are full of fight and that it 
will be a long time before they yield to 
American domination, but declares that 
he and his comrades intend to ‘die 
game.’ if they must. 

Rain of Filipino Bullets. 

Following is the letter: 

‘“Roac. Marinduque Island, P. I., Av- 
gust 3. 19%—As T am a non-commissioned 
officer of company A, Twenty-ninth in- 
fantry.

I simply send you a 
copy of facts, which I request you to 
put in the good old Atlanta Constitution 
so that my dear mother as well as others 
will know that some ofr us are still living, 
although we do not know when we will 
be cut down. They talk of this thing 
being ended! They know nothing. Let 
them come down here and let a few 
Remington and mauser bullets whistle 
a tune over their heads, and they'll think 
lll mention a few things about 
several of the boys that may be of in- 
terest, 

“Sergeant Ellis was in the lead and we 
were in line of skirmishers, when the in- 
surrectos opened up. Sergeant Ellis 
dropped at the first fire. We were in 
open field and in plain view. The bluff 
rose up on our left and the bullets sim- 
Div rained down. The men had been un- 
der fire befcre and were very cool. We 
all dropped to our knees and poured it 
into the hillside and then sought cover 
under the bluff. Several of us managed 
to get Sergeant Ellis to the rear, and 
then the ball opened lively. 

“Corporal Upshaw § received a_eéasailight 
wound. Corporals Jacob Spero and Clar- 
ence A, Felts were captured, so you see 
the non-commissioned officers caught it 
pretty heavy. Sergeant Barrett and Ser- 
gxeant Willlam T. Cook and myself with 
Corporal Engessa were the only ones un- 
injured. Not one of the .privates was 
hurt in this fight. 

“But as all the natives have deserted 
the town of Boac and part of the town 
was burned the day of the fight, I think 
we are going to bave a hot time heer yet. 

“EF company, of the Twenty-ninth in- 
fantry, is on the island, but twenty-five 
miles away at Santa Cruz, and the rain 
makes it impossible for us to work in 
connection with them, But if anything 
happens we. will certainly leave some 
‘stiffs’ on this little island, and if we die, 
We are golng to have a hot time here yet, 
over us. 

“I will close, trusting that we may live 
to talk to you personally about the hot 
times in the Philippines. Yours very 
truly. GEORGE F. HUDSON. JR. 
“Corporal Company F, Twenty-ninth In- 

fantrv. United States Volunteers.”’ 

Official Report of the Battle. 

Inclosed in the letter Corporal Hudson 
sends the following official report of the 
encounter in which so many gallant 
southerners fell. The report follows: 

On July 31, 1900, a detachment of twenty- 
six men commanded by First Sergeant 
James T. Ellis, while reconnoitering along 
the river, east of Boac, encountered about 
five miles out a force of insurrectos sta- 
tioned on a densely wooded hill to the 
left of the trail. The insurrectos opened 
fire with volleys within a range of tifty 
yards and from an elevation almost di- 
rectiy above the detachment. The de- 
tachment took cover under the bank of a 
stream and opened fire. First Sergeant 
Ellis was shot through the right forearm 
at the first volley, the ball passing 
through, fracturing the bone. In the next 
succeeding volleys Corporal Jefferson A. 
Upshaw received a slight wound in the 
right side of the chest. Sergeant Ellis 
being wounded, Sergeant Hugh P. Bar- 
rett took command and gave command to 
charge. As the detachment moved out 
to charge the men were fired upon on the 
flank and rear by another force of in- 
surrectos posted on an adjoining hill also 
densely wooded. The detachment fell 
back down the stream. At the same 
time the insurrectos extended along the 
stream apparently to flank it and get in 
rear and thereby cut off the retreat. 
detachment continued to retreat 
keeping up fire, and at a point about one 
and a half miles from the point of 
the first attack made another stand, but 
were forced to retreat, eing fired upon 
from the front and bi flanks. At this

The display 
of democratic enthusiasm was rendered 
riore pretentious by the_ hundreds of 
Greek-« fire candles burned along the city 
thoroughfares in addition to the skyrock- 
ets and other fireworks in profusion. The 
city was entirely in the hands of the dem- 
The multiplicity of transparen- 
cies in the parade and the various col- 
cred uniforms of the different democratic 
clubs added greatly to the spectacular 
splendor of the cecasion. 

The programme for the opening session 
of the convention as officially announced, 
vas changed just prior to the hour of 
meeting. President W. R. Hearst was ex- 
pected to be present to preside, but tel- 
egraphed that he was ill and unable to 
attend. The convention was therefore 
called to order by Senator James K.

RAILROAD NOTES. 


Horace F. ‘Smith, traffic manager of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, Was in Atlanta yesterday. 


All of the larger systems are complain- 
ing of a car shortage. If is said that be- 
cause of lack of terminal facilities at the 
south Atlantic ports cars are being heid 
until their loads can be discharged direct- 
ly into steamers, Ocean rates are stiff, 
and vess@ls are comparatively scarce. 
Because their cars are being held for stor- 
age purposes many of the western lines 
insist on transfers at junction points. 
They refuse to allow their equipment to 
go beyond certain gateways until the 
situation at the perts is relieved. 

In this connection an interview with the 
Vresident of one of the trunk Hines is 
pertinent: 

‘We have made very heavy additions to 
our equipment recently, placing orders 
for fifty engines at a time and for thous- 
ands of cars, but we are in a chronic con- 
dition of equipment shortage. We cannot 
begin to fill our orders from shippers for 
cars. I doygbt if people generally realize 
how heavy business is throughout the 
country. I find from other railroad offi- 
cers that they have the same conditions 
to meet. It is curious that the special de- 
mand seems to be for box cars. That is 
interesting as indicating a healthy con- 
dition in general business. This is not 
due to a special demand which has sprung 
up, but is a steady call for rolling stock 
beyond our ability to supply which has 
been going on for some time. Besides 
closed cars, we are heavily short of 
eoal cars. This, again, is not directly 
attributable to the anthracite miners’ 
Strike, but I take it as evidence of ac- 
tivity in manufacturing industries. We 
shall have place orders shortly -for 
heavy additfons to our equipment, al- 
theugh we thought that we had provided 
well for an increasing tonnage. We find 
that we can get prompt delivéry, and that 
prices of rolling stock have declined con- 
siderably. On some types of cars prices 
have got back to what they were before 
the boom. It may be that this reduction 
of manufactured products has had a 
800d deal to do with keeping up output 
and railroad tonnage when a falling . off 
has been generally looked for. Consider- 
ing what is involved in the presidential 
campaign, I do not recall when railroad 
traffic and the business of the merchants 
has been so little affected at a similar 
period as it is this year.”’ 


George N. Heafford, of the Milwaukee 
road, has issued his valedictory to his 
staff. In closing he says: “After thirty- 
five years of continuous employment in 
railway service, I am about to enter a 
new field which promises a lessening of 
labor with better financial returns. [ 
trust your good wishes will follow me. 
Karly in October my name will be dropped 
from the company’s pay roll, and I[ shall 
no longer be your general passenger 
agent, but I will always be your friend.” 


Charles M. Swan, with the Cotton Belt 
in Texas, has been appointed division 
freight agent of that line, with headquar- 
ters at Dallas. 


A contract has been filed at Savannah 
by the Seaboard Air-line for the con- 
Struction of 1,000 flat cars, 700 plain box 
cars, and 300 ventilated, felt-lined box 
cars. The estimated total cost of the 
cars is $1,354,000. 


Ticket scalpers in New Jersey are hav- 
ing a serious time. The railroads of that 
State are prosecuting a vigorous cam- 
paign against scalpers, and already three 
of the fraternity in Atlantic City have 
been convicted. A prominent railway of- 
ficial, in speaking of the matter, said: 
“The railroad companies are determined 
that the law against ticket scalping 
shall be enforced. The protection of the 
traveling public against the outrages 
practiced by ticket scalpers demands that 
it shall be erforced.”’ 


The forty-sixth annual report of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railroad 
has been. received. It contains the fol- 
lowing statement of earnings and expen- 
ses: Freight earnings, $32,557,990, an in- 
crease of $3,287,057; passenger earnings, 
$10,384,408, an increase of $915,390; gross 
earnings, $47,535,420, an increase of $4,- 
145,995; operating expenses and taxes, $31,- 
422,341, an increase of $3,286,876; net earn- 
ings, $16,113,078, an increase of $859,119. 
The report says that at the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders the recommenda- 
tion to purchase in fee the roads now op- 
erated under leases by the Burlington in 
lowa and Missouri will be rade. 


A Chicago general passenger agent is 
quoted as follows regarding the southern 
lines: “‘During the entire summer the 
lines running south have suffered on ac- 


count of the foolish policy which resulted 


in cheap excursions to Colorado common 
points. These excursions have diverted 
a great deal of traffic from the south and 
from the nearby summef resorts. South- 
ern roads have wider fields for home- 
seekers than many of the western roads, 
and we are as anxious to induce people 
to visit the soyth as they are to have 
them go west. Our anxiety, however, has 
not led us to overlook th revenue 
features of the business nor the rights of 
our neighbors. When, however, lines see 
fit to announce upon regular homeseekers’ 
excursion dates, excursions at rates 
cheaper than homeseekers’ rates, the 
limit has been reached. The cheap rate 
excursion has been pushed to such an 
extent that it now compels the roads to 
concentrate practically the bulk of their 
business upon a few dates, and it {Is cost- 
ing the roads a great deal of money. 
Southern roads have decided to stand it 
no longer, and if western lines desire to 
educate the public into the belief that 
cheap rates are always to be had we will 
be with them. 1 believe that in a short 
time the presidents will have to take hold 
d? the matter and cry stop.” 


Advise Farmers To Go Slow. 


Editor Constitution—Farmers go slow. The 
world needs at least 12,000,000 bales of Amer- 
ican cotton. This crop will not reach 9,000,000 
and should easily bring 12 cents. The mill 
associations and speculators have conspired to 
bear the market until the crop passes out 
of the hands of the producer. Like those 
who made shrines for Diana, it is by this 
craft they have their wealth. They are or- 
ganized, but it is for you to meet organization 
by a stronger combination. It behooves the 
farmers to go slow In selling their crop. Be 
bulls. Bulls of Bashan in this contest. Hold 
back your cotton and force the price. It is 
your right to participate in that wave of 
prosperity sweeping over Europe and America. 
The bears expect a panic on your part and a 
rush of your half crop on the market. Don't 
do it. Go slow, and very soon you will be 
politely asked the price of your cotton. You 
have the power and it is your right to con- 
trol the price of your product. Put on the armor 
that you may withstand their wiles, and having 
done all to stand. Complete your organizations, 
not only for this year, but for the years to 
come. ‘“‘Be strong and of a good courage, for 
unto this people shalt thou divide for an tn- 
heritance.’’ .

FIGHT AT POLITICAL MEETING. 


Republican Strikes a Democrat, Who

Jacksonville, Fla., October 3.—(Special.) 
The republican state campaigp opened in 
Ocala last night in one of the most sen- 
sational incidents in the political history 
in the south. Hon. M. B. MacFarlane, of 
Tampa, the nominee for governor, was 
addressing the crowd from the veranda 
of the Ocala house a nd was denouncing 
his opponent, Judge William 8.

This aroused the ire of thé republil- 
can candidate and he resented the inter- 
ruption in stinging remarks, challenging 
the “specimen of Bryan's adherents who 
would interrupt a gentleman,’ to show 
himself. At this challenge Sumter Mayes, 
another fireman, stepped in front of the 
speaker and asked him t6 “behold the 
man,”’ 

Hot interruptions and rejoinders were 
kept up during ‘the remainder of Mac- 
Farlane’s speech and when he concluded 
friends hurriedly ushered him into a pri- 
vate room. Mayes began to shout for Bry- 
an at this point and the republican candi- 
date for governor quickly rushed from his 
room and stepping to Mayes struck him 
in the face, accompanied by an oath. 
He repeated the blow. Mayes’s friends 
quickly rushed to his rescue and Mac- 
Farlane's friends hurried him from the 
seene. 

For a time the excitement was intense. 
Mrs MacFarlane is one of, the most prom- 
inent lawyers in the state, and though in 
a forlorn cause, he is making an active 
campaign of the state. ;

Only 
one conservative geat was gained yester- 
day, but it was a very important victory. 
In the Brightside division of Sheffield, an 
industrial constituency, the liberal ma- 
jority of 183 wag converted into a conser- 
vative majority of 964. 

At Derby the liberals had a striking stc- 
cess, recovering there the two seats 
wrested in the general election of 1899 
from Sir William Vernon Harcourt and 
Sir Thomas Roe. 

In the Merthyr-Tydvil district of Wales, 
Keir Hardie, the labor jeader, won a seat 
from the liberals.

CLOSES TONIGHT 


Has Been One of Hottest in

~ City’s History, 


FOUR CANDIDATES FOR MAYOR 


| Considerable Feeling Has Resulted | 


from Some of the Issues—Almost 
10,000 Voters A.e Regis- 
tered and Full Vote 
Is Expected. 


| 
Tonight will bring to a close what has | 


been in every way the most remarkable 
municipal campaign in the history of At- 
lanta., 
Timorrow will 
will be fully as remarkable as the heaied 
campaign which preceded it. 
For weeks and months politics has been 


the means of tearing Atlanta asunder and | 
injecting into the discussion of municipal | 
affairs more personal bitterness of feeling | 
than was ever recorded at ony other time | 


in Atlanta’s career as a municipality. The 
political animosity engendered over the 
various issues of the campaign has keyed 
up the voting population to the highesi 
pitch of excited interest, and Aomorrow 
the battle of the ballots will be stubbora- 
ly fought at every point of opposition. 

Where politics was concerned Atlanta 
has never lacked in a proper interest, but 
the present campaign has caused to pale 
into comparative insignificance the cam- 
paigns of previous years. The best evi- 
dence of this interest is manifested in the 
registration, which approximates 10,000— 
almost 4,000 more than at any previous 
election in this city. The percentage of 
votes cast out of this number is expected 
to exceed the percentage of any previous 
year. 

Many elements combine to make the 
campaign now drawing to a close a re- 
markable one. ° 

The mayoralty contest, bringing out as 
it does four candidates for the chief exec- 
utive honor, is without a parallel in local 
politics, Hitherto candidates for the may- 
oralty have been plentiful at the beginning 
of campaigns, but the contests have in- 
variably dwindled down to two cornered 
fights at the close. In the present race 
all four candidates—Frank P. Rice, Major 
Livingston Mims, Nym McCullough and I. 
S. Mitchell—announced months ago and 
each has pushed his campaign with un- 
abated interest. 

I. S. Mitchell and Frank P. Rice were 
the first to announce. For nearly a year 
they have been working quietly and pull- 
ing political wires in a steady and syste- 
matic sort of fashion. Nym McCollough 
was the third candidate in the race. He 
and his supporters have been hard at it 
since*last spring. Major Livingston Mims’s 
announcement came in the nature of a 
surprise at the fag end of what was con- 
sidered announcement season. For a time 
he made no particular efforts at cam- 
paigning, but during the past few weeks 
he has emerged from the obscurity of 
quiet, steady wark, and given his cam- 
paign a pyrotechnio turn that has been the 
surprise of the race. Major Mims has 
conducted a campaign along the lines of 
eloquent and argumentative oratory and 
his meetings have been the scenes of a 
brilliant display of spellbindery. 

The mayoralty race has by no means ab- 
sorbed the interest of the campaign. From 
alderman to councilman, down through 
the several contested offices of city attor- 
ner, city marshal, comfissioner of pub- 
lic works and city sexton, heated contests 
have been waged by the friends of all 
candidates. For the positions of compn- 
troller, tax collector, ‘city engineer and 
city treasurer the present incumbents 
have no opposition. 

The Mayor’s Race. 

Ginger ad libitum has been injected into 
the mayoralty race. The fight between 
the four candidates has been a stubborn. 
unremitting one, entailing almost nightly 
speech making by all four candidates dur- 
ing the past few weeks and a wonderful! 
amount of “‘still hunting” for votes during 
the day by at least three out of the four. 
In point of hard work and persistency 
in the effort to obtain votes, it would 
be a difficult matter to make a compar- 
ison. All have put forward their utmost 
efforts. 

Major Livingston Mims and Frank P. 
Rice are the only candidates -who have 
seemed to regard the race as exclusively 
between themselves. They are the only 
two who have indulged in personalities of 
a bitter nature, and each has had any 
quantity of uncomplimentary things to 
say of the other. 

Major Mims's campaign has been one of 
active aggression. He has pushed the 
fight from the sound of the gong. His 
has been a series of rattling rounds of the 
hammer and tongs variety. He has done 
little political side stepping, but has at- 


‘tempted to beat down Mr. Rice’s guard 


in every possible manner. Smashes, upper- 
cuts, short arm jabs, rib roasters, kidney 
jolts, nerve-jarring head punches, coun- 
ters, cork screw blows—anything that was 
fair in prive ring politcal contests has 
been included in the major’s tactics. 
Through all this flerce milling he has dis- 
played a marvelous amount of coolness 
and never once has he lost out on wind. 
Each succeeding round has found him first 
for another, equally as aggressive. 

Mr. Rice has fought largely on the de- 
fensive. 

is has been a cool, collected waiting 
game. Hé has assumed a crafty crouch- 
ing attitude, adroitly side-stepping when 
it was necessary and sending home swift 
short arm jabs when He saw’a clean open- 
ing. In the break-aways he has shown 
cleverness. : 

I. 8. Mitchell and Nym McCullough have 
pusked their campaigns against the field. 
Each is fighting to win, and each is em- 
ploying his own particular methods in 
vote-getting. They are relying on their 
reccrds, platforms and political followers, 
and neither is indulging in acrimony to 
eny considerable extent. -

POPULATION OF ARKANSAS. 


Census Shows the State To Have 
1,311,564 Inhabitants. 


Washington, Wctober 3.—The census bu- 
reau today published the returns for the 
state of Arkansas: 

The population of the state in 1900 is 
1,311,564, as against 1,128,179 in 1890, repre- 
senting an increase gihce 1899 of 183,385 
or 16.25 per cent. The rate of increase is 
only about two-fifths of that for the de- 
cade from 1880 to 1890, when it was 40.58 
per cent, and less than one-fourth of tnat 
for the decade from 1870 to 1880, when it 
was 65.65 per cent. #rom 1860 to 187) there 
was an increase of only 11.26 per cent, but 
prior to 1860 the population more than 
dcubled itself dpring cach decade, and for 
the decade from 1830 to 1840 showed an in- 
crease of 221.09 per cent,

Major Livingston Mims in reply to the 
answer of Frank P. Rice to the charges 
made by Major Mims Tuesday night has 
reiterated the charge and declares that 
he stands pat on his speech at the Grand. 
Major Mims says Mr. Rice did sell prop- 
erty to.the city while a member of the 
aldermanic board, 

The card which fully explains 
follows in full: 

Editor Constitution—In my address to the 
voters of Atlanta on the evening of the 2d in- 
Stant, I quoted from the official records to 
the efftect— 

First, that Mr. Frank P. Rice had on May 
15, 1893, while @ member of the aldermanic 
board, sold to the city of Atlanta, of whigh

| he was a sworn official, one-half acre of land

Second, that this half acre was part of 
a three acre tract which had cost hirn $3,500. 

Third, that this was a violation of the city 
charter and of the criminal laws of the state 
of Georgia forbidding a contract by a city 
Official with the city or other city officials 
involving the expenditure of the city’s money. 

Fourth, that the deed signed by Mr. Rice, 
which was the written evidence of this trans- 
action, was withheld from the public records 
until Mr. Rice’s term of office had expired. 

These statements were true, and Mr. Rice 
in his card does not deny, but confesses their 
truth, 

At last this man who aspires to the mayoralty 
of this city and whose boasted fitness for the 
office has consisted in his disregard (for 
and silence under charges which would have 
brought an answer from any self-respecting 
man, comes into the public print and admits 
his guilt. 

As to-the extenuating card signed by Mr. 
J. C,. Hendrix and Captain English, supporters

TRANSIT CO. TO OPERATE IT 


Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
Starts Its New Line to Federal 
Prison This Morning. 


At noon yesterday, by ordcr of Judge 
William T. Newman, of the United States 
court, the old Lakewood electric street 
railway was sold at the minimum 
authorized, $5,000, the purchaser being H. 
M. Patty, representing the bondholders 
It is understood that this transfer has 
the effect of putting the line in question 
‘n the control of the Atlanta Rapid Tran- 
sit Company, by whom it will be operate 1. 
The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, the late lessees of .the line, will 
bulld a new line to Lakewood. The cost 
of construction of the line is said to have 
been $30,000. 

The street railway sold yesterday was 
originally the property of the Atlanta 
Electric Railway Company, which went 
into the hands of a receiver five years 
ego. By the trustees in the bankruptcy 
proceedings the line was leased to the 
Atlanta Railway Company, and two vears 
ego to the latter corperation’s successor, 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
which lease has just expired. 

The new line which the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company is constructing to 
Lekewood will be half a mile shorter 
ihan the one it has been operating. The 
york of conetruction will be pushed ra] 
idly. For the present the company will 
run its cars as far in the direction 2: 
Lakewood as the federal penitentiary, 
now under construction.

American women of progress and those 
who looked on with interes at the strug- 
gic made by the advanced French wo- 
men for woman's rights at the Paris ex- 
position. will be interested to learn that 
Madame Pegard, who originated and 
made successful the woman’s congresses 
of the Paris exposition, has been deco- 
rated with the Legion of Honor by the 
French government. 

The honor was richly deserved and es- 
Wriially appreciated by American women, 
since Madage Pegard especially honored 
he latter in appointing Mrs. W: B. 
Lowe honorary president of the woman's 
congresses. of the exposition. 

Madame Pegard has for years taken the 
lead in enterprises of which the Society 
for Protecting Women Emigrating to the 
French Colonies .is not the least inter- 
esting. At the same time that the Le- 
gion of Honor. was conferred upon 
Madame Pegard, the same honors were 
paid Clemence Roger, a_ scientist, and 
Daniel Leseur. a writer. When the 
French women under Madame Pegard 
first agitated the idea of an exclusively 
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woman's building for the exposition, that 
of Chicago suggesting the same, the 
French government not only frowned at 
the suggestion,. but refused at first to 
give space even if they secured the nec- 
essarv funds for their own bufllding: 
Nothing daunted by this prejudice to 
woman's prominence in the move- 
ment. Madanre Pegard nd her 
followers secured space finally for 
their congress hall, where the 
women of all nations have met and dis- 
cusse@ their mutual interests.
